SILVER AT BAY 
May 11. 

‘The International Chamber of] 
Commerce, which has just con-| 
cluded its sixth Congress at 
Washington, may have more in- 
fluence on ‘the financial pundits} 
than appears probable from the| 
names of delegates vouchsafed in 
tho messages recording the pro- 
gress of the proceedings. The 
view is confidently expressed that, 
as the result of the resolutions 
passed, an ititernational confer- 
ence on the silver situation will 
be held before: the year is out, 
Such a.conference cannot do any| 
harm, even if its power for effec-| 
tively controlling the uneomfort- 
ably depressed tendencies of the! 
silver market were less than the| 
enthusiastic supporters of an in- 
ternational effort appear to be- 
lieve. ‘The British Chancellor of 
the Exchequer has intimated that 
the Government to which he be- 
longs is ready to cooperate in any] 
international discussions on the 
subject. He has, however, ex- 
pressed the view that a mote lo- 
gical and, possibly, more practi- 
cal investigation would go beyond| 
the price of silver and tackle the| 
problem of commodity values gen- 
erally, So much has been writ 
ten on this silver issue that it, 
seems ungracious to look gift 
horses in the mouth, the gift 
horse here being the’ unanimous 
support of a serious commercial 
body for international discussion| 
of an irritant seriously felt in 
China, more perhaps than in any] 
other’ country. At least the 








‘er and worker here, although it] 
may be expected that the busi 
nessman in Lancashire, for ¢ 
ample, is not entirely blind to its| 
influence on his balance sheet. It 
is therefore all the more satis 
factory that the Thompson Mis- 
ion ‘should have thrown the 
weight of its authority behind the 
demand for British cooperation 
in an international effort at stab- 
ing the price of silver.

The possibility is that, before 
the conference ca be convened 
and assembled, factors will have! 
asserted themselves to the greater! 
clarification of the issues. If this 
occurs the promoters of the con- 
ference will be in luck, for, as 
things stand now, it is difficult to 
see how stich an organization can| 
usefully select a remedy for what 
it would seer, is largely th 
symptom of a general economic! 

cness, Those who believe that 
such a conference, could for 
example, devise means for bring- 
ing the’ price of silver up to a 
level compensating for the dis- 
astrous fall of the last three! 
years, are likely to be disappoint-| 
fed. The task of crystallizing| 
opinion on the subject is com- 
plicated by the obstinacy with 
which certain coincident _fac- 
tors are assumed to be direct} 
causes of recent falls. It is 
further complicated by ‘the un-| 
certainty of future demands: 
for the metal and the ad-| 
mitted impossibility of regulating 
‘output by consideration of the! 
market needs, owing to the 
peculiar position of silver as a 
by-product of other metals, an 
increase in the production of 
which, incidentally, 4s bound to 
‘occur ‘as the present trade situa-| 
ti8a improves. With an 
annual surplus of 7,000, 
ounces of supplies over require- 
ments, the only hope for the 
metal is in the stimulation of a 
demand, This may normally 
occur if and when stabler con- 
ditions in China encourage a 
more general recourse by the 
peasant to silver as a medium 
of hoarding wealth, like his 
counterpart in India, where, in 
1930, there was a private absorp- 
tion ‘of the record figure of 
114,000,000 ounces. If, however, 
the demand for silver’ currency 
in China is eventually chesked 
by the adoption of the Kemmerer 
Commission’s plan for the crea- 
tion of a gold standard, the 
relief to be found here will be 
sadly diminished, 

Still the Kemmerer Commis- 
sion’s recommendations may not 
be brought into effect just yet. 
There are some who maintain 
that the adoption by China of a 
gold standard at this stage, at 
all events, would be against her 
best interests. The present low 
exchange is not so unfavourable 
to Chinese business generally as 
might be deduced from the 
vehement protestations made in 
certain quarters. Putting aside 
the difficulty of asserting with 
any degree of confidence that 
the process of establishing more 
settled conditions is firmly at 
work, it is possible that the 
Chinese peasant may hesitate in 
future before putting his trust 
fn silver. ‘The behaviour of the 
metal during the last few years 
has not encouraged respect for 
it, although the figure quoted 
above shows that the Indian 
peasant has mot been deterred 
from adhering to tradition in 
that regard. Unless the diligent 
inquiries of scientists or other 
investigators can discover yew 
industrial uses for silver, it 
would seem that the recovery of 
the price of the metal, in the 
face of its demonetisation in a 
number of countries, must to a 
large extent depend -on the 
Indian and Chinese peoples.

Admiral Tweedie, 
who preceded Admiral Mac- 
Lean, was obviously a born 
commander of units of mosquito| 
craft, if that term may be used 
by a’ layman without offence to 
those serving under the White 
Ensign. He commanded one of 
the original monitors de: 








fications at Zeebrugge, and sub- 
sequently he was lent to the 
Italians for service with a 
‘squadron of monitors operating 
in the Adriatic. So highly 
praised was his work in this 
command that when, after the 
Battle of Jutland, changes were 
made in the Grand Fleet, he was 
promoted to be Commodore and 
had command of the Destroyer 


Flotilla of the  Fleet—about a 
hundred and fifty ships. He 
came to China in.

His practi- 
cal experience as a soldier and 
diplomatist—on more than one’ 
occasion he had protested in 
vain against the old policies 
which led direct to disaster— 
taught him the measure of their 
capacity. He became President 
of @ Republic which constitu: 
tionally—by the Edict of April 
20, 1924—confers the most ex- 
tensive powers upon its re- 
presentative Assembly. His

im to use his own judgment in 
permitting that constitutionalism 
to have free rin, In, other 
words he realizes that Turkey 
ig still in the period of tutelage 
‘and that, for some time to come, 
the Constitution must, remain, 
in eswence, an ideal rather than 
an instrument of practical ad~ 
ministration.

Complaining of rough treatment| 
at the hands of a party of Chinese 
soldiers on the motcr road to Woo- 
sung on May 10, Mr. A. 
Braun has given an’ account of 
his experience to the “North-China 
Daily News.” 

‘He was, he said, in a Ford Hire 
car in company with his brother: 
and his wife. Leaving the Settle- 
ment shortly after 4 p.m. they had 
passed the railway and were ap- 
proaching the Creek when six 
soldiers, five of whom were armed, 
stepped to the rcadway and 
brought the car to a stop. 

At first, it was difficult to com- 
prehend what exactly was required, 
but the soldiers did not leave them 
long in doubt and they were forced 
to alight and submit to a thorough 
search of their persons—apparently. 
for concealed weapens. 

Finding not their pockets, 
the soldiers then proceeded to comb 
the car, obviously with the same| 
object, removing cushions and prob- 
ing into every probable hiding, 
place. 

“The soldiers were exceptionall 
rough, beth in tone and conduct, 
Mr, Braun said, “and when @hey 
were searching our pockets evident- 
ly wished us to keep our hands up 
inthe air.

unless something is done to 
check the onrush of the disaster. 
So the tired ones, day after day, 
evolve theories and propound 
Propositions.

The world uncharitably takes 
not the slightest notice of them. 
Babies are born, even though it 
be proved that humanity has not) 
another hour to live. Dollars 
pass joyously from hand to hand 
in spite of the plain disclosure 
that they are in the nadir of 
depreciation and that something 
must be done immediately to 
secure their salvation, Files 
accumulate with rich stores of 
wisdom designed to point the 
way out of the fatal impasse. 
Nothing is done, the world- 
menders plod on’ their weary 
way, indistinguishable - perhaps 
from the holiday-makers. ‘Then, 
when both are threatening to 
become menaces to their com- 
munity, the blessed germ of 
overwork seizes them. If they 
wisely diagnose their own cases, 
they will conquer the feeling 
which makes them go “all of a 
tremble” at the mere mention of 
work, They will become work- 
ers and the word overwork fades 
out of their lexicon. If, however, 
they were to. consult’ the sage 
physician they might fare other- 
wise, 



































He indeed may appreciate the 
importance of this disease, He 
may not believe in the homoeo- 
pathic remedy. Perhaps he will 
call in the “surgeon. ‘That is 
what surely should ‘happen in 
these up-to-date times. There 
will be an operation ‘and the 
victim of overwork will shed 
that ergophilous membrane. In 
some ways the result is to be 
applauded, apart from the 
treasure which it pours into a 
deserving purse.
